Reac- 
tion, as every high school student 
learns, must be equal to action.

learner must reach out for what is giv- 
en him, and by active effort connect it 
with his own knowledge and experi- 
ence. Otherwise he makes no progress, 
gets no practical benefit, and all he has 
for his listening is "words, words, 
words."

admiral can be expected to sympathize 
with arms reduction, or with the spirit 
that demands arms reduction. An ad- 
miral's job is to fight. He fights with 
warships. Naturally he wants good 
weapons and plenty of them. It is nat- 
ural to be loyal to one's profession and 
to be swayed by its character and re- 
quirements. 
Thus an admiral, even 


when retired, cannot see war and peace, 
and their instrumentalities, as disin- 
terested citizens see them. 


In this case the very premises as- 


sumed by the admiral are wrong. The 
nations of the world are more, a great 
deal more, than "big business firms."' 
They are concerned with man}' things

RADIO IN RUSSIA 


The largest radio broadcastir.:.; ^laat 


is not in the United States. Xeither is 
it in England or Germany. 
It is in 


Russia, just outside of Moscow, 'and 
has a capacity of 100,000 watts, ot 
which it uses 60,000 regularly. 
The 


maximum power used in this country, 
except for occasional experiments, is 
50;000 watts. The Russian station was 
designed and built by a Soviet electri- 
cal trust, and is used by the council of 
trade unions. 


Americans have not realized how 


strongly Russia has gone in for radio. 
There are many big stations there, and 
more broadcasting than in any other 
country of Europe. For progress in ra- 
dio development and use, Russia is 
second only to the United States. Here 
is an interesting phase. "There are re- 
ceivers placed on street corners, in 
schools and in village assembly halls, 
and the programs are more educational 
than in this country. Few sets are pri- 
vately owned, the avowed purpose be- 
ing to make radio available first to 
masses of listeners." 


Russia, in her neAv zeal for instruc- 


tion and propaganda, has seized upon 
the most effective means provided by 
modern civilization for reaching great 
numbers of people over vast areas. This 
is one of the most important factors in 
the Russian awakening. It is also seri- 
ous to a number of European countries 
trying to ward off bolshevik propagan- 
da.

law, and was admitted to the bar in 1S23. His

Fillmore's political life began in 1828 tvith his 


beins elected to the state legislature as an Anti- 
mason. He served three terms and then "was 
elected to Congress in 1832 as a "Whig. 


In 1S4S, Fillrnore was elected vice president 


on the ticket with Zachary Taylor. Upon the 
president's death, Fillmore succeeded him. The 
change in administration was marked by the 
early passage of the Compromise Measures.

motor exhaust and occasionally kill- 
ing somebody, needed just a. touch of 
oxygen to become as harmless as a. 
church warden.

Dr. Frazer, before and after the 


war was engaged in profound studies 
of the still mysterious phenomena 
of catalysis and his work, even dur- 
ing- the war, was to neutralize poison 
gas, rather than to make it. A Hes- 
sian among chemical processes, cat- 
alysis works on either side.

; SENATE SOURCE OF 


MUCH UNEASINESS 


Underground Move Is Un- 


derway to Abolish Time 
Limit to Debate

Wacbincton —(CPA) —The senate 


met Monday with one of the queer- 
est possible aftermaths banging over 
it from the Vare case. 


- In view of the action taken by the 
senate ia excluding William S. Vare 
from admission to the senate, a 
genuine fear has arisen in certain 
southern quarters to the effect that 
a. northern and western Republican 
majority might some day be able in 
a similar manner to exclude some 
southern senators from admission to 
ta« senate on the ground that in 
their states there is said to be an un- 
constitution restriction of the voting 
rights of colored people; and, there- 
upon, there is a. movement going 
forward undergroawj in the senate 
to abolish the 
present senatorial 


cloiure rule which enables the senate 
to bring debate to an end and to pro- 
ceed to a roll-call. 
It is calculated that if the cloiure 


rule were abolished, the southern 
members of the senate could filibus- 
ter more effectively against the ex- 
clusion of any of their number in 
case such an exclusion should be at 
some feasible moment 
attempted. 


That certain northern senators wish 
to attempt it is undoubted. 


Their opportunity could in. theory 


and in principle take place as early 
as March 4 of next year- On that 
day one-third of the senate will have 
to be renewed. In most cases, pre- 
sumably, the present senators will 


•pthe succeeded by themselves. Even in 


those cases, however, they irHl not 
be valid members of the senate till 
they are freshly sworn In. 


This swearing in, according to pre- 


cedent, can now be prevented by a 
majority of the senators whose terms 
will not have expired and who will 
continue automatically to be senators 
on March 4—and for two or four 
years thereafter. 
A majority of 


such senators will be Republicans. 


It might be possible for them, then, 


arbitrarily, to go ahead and seat a 
lot of the new freshly elected or re- 
elected Republicans, while still de- 
taining the new freshly elected or .re- 
elected Democrats on the senatorial 
doormat. 
"With their numbers thus 


augmented, the Republicans could 
conceivably arrive at having tem- 
porarily a two-thirds majority of all 
sc-nators sworn in.

They could then proceed to ex- 


amine into the case of some southern 
senator—such as Pat 
Harrison of 


Mississippi, who will be tip for re- 


. election next Kovember and up for 


re-admission to the senate in March 
of 1930-^and they could proceed to 
charge it against him, accurately or 
inaccurately, that large numbers of 
colored people are unconstitutionally 
or improperly- flteprived of the suf- 
frage in Mississippi and that Mr. 
Harrison, therefore, was' not con- 
stitutinally or properly 
elected to 


the senate. 


Then, further, if his southern col- 


leagues tried to enter into a protract- 
ed debate upon the subject, they 
couJd, •with, their two-thirds majority, 
if they were able to achieve such a 
majority, take advantage of the sen- 
h 


ate's cioture rule and brin^ the de- 
bate promptly to a finish and 3. roll- 
can and exclude Mr. Harrison. 


This prospective chain of possibili- 


ties has been thoroughly explored in 
senatorial conversations during1 the 
last few weeks. 
It has been pre- 


ceived that while the procedure here 
detailed may never be pursued, it at 
any rate arises as a possibility. It 
is admitted further, that among nu- 
merous Republicans who are greatly 
embittered by the senatorial treat- 
ment given to Pennsylvania in the 
case-bf Mr. Vare is a vehement desire 
to visit some similar treatment upon 
some senator from the south. 


It has been thought that the best 


way to fight that desire in advance 
would be to get rid of the cioture 
rule, which is a very modern and 
recent thing and which does not at 
all command the respect that the;. 
senate gives to its more ancient tra- j 
dition. The cioture rule has existed 
for only twelve years and is out of 
harmony with senatorial institutions 
in generaly. It is though that an 
effort now to get rid of it would, in 
the circumstances, have important 
support.
